other meals, although they are up 
from a year ago. 


F-irk chops and sliced bacon, on the 


other hand, not only have equalled 
their 1930 prices, but passed them. 


Food prices generally, during the 


two weeks ending August 27, increas- 
ed six-tenths of one per cent. They 
are 14.9 per cent higher than the same 
mcnlh two years ago. the bureau of 
labor statistics finds, but they are still 
14.4 per cent below the level of five 
years ago. 


Soir.c Item:; Drop 


The most marked increases the last 


year, says the bureau, came in the 
prices- of eggs, meals, fats and oils. 
At the same time the prices were 
slipping downward for cereals, dairy 
products, fruits and vegetables. 


Housewives are afforded a guide to 


economical buying by the indices is- 
sued by the bureau. They show that 
all meats are higher priced than they 
were a year ago, but that some prices 
have increased much less than others.

Solution Should Be Used 


in Spray Form 


£mut damage to oats, which is some- 


timer, as high a.s 15 per cent of the 
crop, can bo easily and cheaply avoid- 
ed by treating seed oats with formalin, 
or commercial formaldehyde, accord- 
ing

The spr;-y method of application is 


jus! a.s effective as the older method 
of dipping the oats in a solution of 
cut pint formalin to 40 gallons of 
water, and docs not get the seed wet. 
says Mr. Burleson. 


In the spray method, one pint of 


lormalin mixed with one pint of water 
is used for each 50 bushels of oats. 
The mixture is put into a handspraycr. 
AK the seed arc shoveled from one 
pile to another on a floor or canvas, 
the solution is applied in a mist from 
the sprayer. One strckc of the spray- 
er to a shovelful of oats is sufficient. 


When all the seed arc treated, the 


pile should be closely covered with 
blankets or canvas for five or sb 
hours. The seed may be planted at 
once, or it should be uncovered and 
spread cut to s.tcp the action cf the 
formaldehyde, which 
would other- 


wise damage the seed. 


When commercial formaldehyde is 


used, it. should be purchased in a 37 
per cent solution, says Mr. Burleson.
